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CURRENT ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN CANADA 


As measured by a number of important factors, economic conditions 
recorded a further improvement in December. Common stock prices reacted 
slightly and high-grade bond prices were at a somewhat lower level than in 
November. Bank deposits, on the other hand, recorded a sharp advance at 
the beginning of the month. As repeated increases have been shown since 
the beginning of 1934, bank deposits were recently at a new high point in the 
history of Canadian banking. The increase in wholesale prices continued during 
the last four months of the year, the level in December being higher than at 
any other time since the early months of 1938. The advance on the Winnipeg 
grain exchange, due to adverse weather conditions in the United States and 
Argentina, was an important influence in raising the general index of wholesale 
prices. 

Business operations continued at a high level in December, but a slight 
recession was shown from the preceding month. According to the index of 
the physical volume of business, the trend was sharply upward from March 
until the end of the year. 

Nickel exports and receipts of gold at the Mint showed marked seasonal 
increases in December over the preceding month. The index for outward 
shipments of nickel rose from 406 to 450. The receipts of gold at the Mint 
amounted to 417,483 fine ounces against 392,581. Asbestos exports were 
24,025 tons against 23,348 in November. 

The output of foodstuffs from manufacturing plants was nearly main- 
tained at the high level of the preceding month, the index receding from 127-7 
to 127-1. The manufacture of sugar was in greater volume in the latest four- 
week period for which statistics are available. The index of inspected slaugh- 
terings dropped from 174-2 to 152-8. The output of factory cheese showed 
an important gain after seasonal adjustment. The production of creamery 
butter was nearly maintained and the index of canned salmon exports dropped 
from 137 to 119-9. 

The release of cigars showed an increase after seasonal adjustment, the 
index advancing from 85 to 108. The number of cigarettes made available 
for consumption dropped from 632-9 million to 512-4 million. The index 
for the output of boots and shoes rose from 145 to 188. Footwear has been 
at an abnormally high level since August, partly accounted for by orders for 
military purposes. 

The cotton textile industry showed further advance in December, the 
index increasing from 166-0 to 171-4. The forestry industry was nearly main- 
tained in December, the index receding one point only to 127-6. Some decline 
was shown in the production of newsprint which amounted to 240,656 tons 
against 288,726. Planks and boards and wood pulp recorded gains. The out- 
ward shipments of wood pulp amounted to more than 200 million pounds 
against 158 million. The exports of planks and boards advanced from 138 
million feet to 150 million. 

As reported by the Canadian Bank of Commerce, industrial activity at the 
middle of December was unchanged from the preceding month. On the base 
of 1937 equalling 100, the index remained at 112, with the percentage of factory 
capacity utilized also being unchanged at 88. The majority of industrial groups 
registered a slight decline, the outstanding exceptions being automotive trades, 
the heavy iron and steel industry and the non-ferrous metal groups. The 
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production of processed foods was uniformly above that of a year ago. Leather 
footwear and textiles in the form of piece goods were produced in greater 
volume, but knitted goods declined slightly as did most factory clothing. 

Canadian war orders in the first four months of the conflict were approxi- 
mately $90 million including the $25 million of railway equipment facilitated by 
government advances. It is apparent that with the inauguration of the air 
training scheme there will, early in the new year, be a rapid expansion of the 
munition business. 

Canada entered upon the first winter of the war with what would prove at 
best perhaps 100,000 fewer persons dependent upon public aid than in the 
preceding winter, the improvement being almost entirely due to agricultural 
recovery in the West and with some quite discernible reductions in certain areas 
due to war activities. Employment in Canadian manufacturing industries 
reached a record high point on December 1. The manufacturing employment 
index showed only a slight gain at that date compared with the preceding 
month which was sufficient to raise it to a new mark slightly exceeding the new 
maximum of 121-7 at October 1, 1937. The decline in the unadjusted general 
index of employment was less than normal for the season. 


Production 

The value of Canada’s agricultural production in 1939 was placed at 
$1,133,545,000, an increase of more than $97 million over the preceding year. 
This is the highest point reached since 1930 when it was $1,235 million. The 
principal increase over 1938 occurred in the value of field crops as a result of 
great improvement in yields which more than offset the decline in prices. 

Field crops were valued at $635,764,000 against $544,443,000 in 1938. 
Heavy purchases of Canadian wheat were made by overseas buyers about 
January 10. The total on one day was about 22 million bushels of Canadian 
wheat and flour which even exceeded the high level of December 13, 1935, when 
20 million bushels were sold. It was stated by officials that the United King- 
dom was the greatest buyer. A number of Canadian seaboard ports shared 
in the shipments although the bulk of the business was routed from the Atlantic 
coast. In addition, sales were reported out of harbours on the United States 
Eastern seaboard, where the Dominion has fair quantities of wheat stored at 
strategic points to take advantage of shipping tonnage. Most of the sales 
were made to the Allied Cereals Board organized at the outbreak of war to 
purchase grain for Great Britain and France. 

November flour production by Canadian mills at 1,960,000 barrels exceeded 
the same month of 1938 by 354,872 barrels, or 22-1 p.c. With the exception 
of October, the November output was the greatest in years. During November, 
Canadian mills ground 8,855,723 bushels of wheat as against 7-2 million in the 
same period of last year. 

With recurring reports of continued damage to growing wheat crops from 
excessive rains and frost in Argentina and drought in the United States, combined 
with the probable reduction in the acreage sown to wheat next spring in Con- 
tinental Europe as a result of war conditions, the outlook for those countries 
with abundant supplies from 1939 crops is greatly improved. Any doubt as 
to their disposition at more remunerative prices has disappeared. This situation 
is particularly favourable to Canada where a crop of nearly half a million bushels 
was harvested in 1939 and a large surplus is available for export. Prices have 
been buoyant during recent weeks and with the increased activity in shipments 
to Great Britain, the Canadian position has been greatly improved. 

Expansion in sugar operations in the four-week period ended December 2, 
last, is shown by a recent report. The manufacture of refined sugar was 190-4 
million pounds against 144-0 million pounds in the same period one year ago. 
During the first 48 weeks of 1939, the manufacture of refined sugar was 999-5 
million pounds against 966-2 in the same period of 1938. Stocks of refined 
sugar showed an increase of 118-2 million pounds during the last four-week

period reported. The amount of raw sugar in the refineries on December 2 
was 116 million pounds against 80 million pounds on November 4, and 76.4 
million pounds on the corresponding date of 1938. 

Production of creamery butter in Canada amounted to 11-8 million pounds 
in December against 15-5 million pounds in November and 11-2 million in 
December, 1938. The output of factory cheese showed a seasonal decline from 
November but was somewhat above the output in December, 1938. The 
output of creamery butter during 1939 was 266,879,000 pounds against 
266,887,000 in 1938. A slight decline was shown in the production of factory 
cheese which amounted to 120,976,000 pounds against 121,315,000. 

The production of leather footwear during the eleven months ended Novem- 
ber was 23-2 million pairs which was greater than the output of any full year 
excepting 1937. November production amounted to 2-6 million pairs against 
2-7 million in October and 1-8 million in November, 1938, the increase in the 
latter comparison having been 46 p.c. 

The supplementary trade agreement between Canada and the United 
States going into effect on the first day of the year limited the imports into the 
United States of silver or black fox furs, etc., to 1,000 units in any twelve-month 
period beginning December 1, 1940. For the period from January 1 to Novem- 
ber 30, 1940, the limit is set at 100,000 units less the number imported during 
the month of December, 1939. The amount allocated to Canada was 58,300 
units and to all other foreign countries 41,700 units beginning December 1, 1940. 

Raw cotton consumption during November was placed at 31,870equivalent 
500-pound gross bales, against 24,755 in October and 18,247 in the same month 
of 1938. The index adjusted for seasonal variation was reported at 166-0, 
which compared with 143-3 in the preceding month and 94-6 in the same month 
of the preceding year. Consumption for the first eleven months of last year 
totalled 228,235 bales against 201,436 for the same period of 1938. 

Canadian newsprint shipments in December totalled 264,620 tons, an 
increase of 17-4 p.c. over the same month of 1938, and exceeded the month’s 
production by approximately 24,000 tons. Both output and shipments showed 
recession from the preceding month which had one more working day. December 
operations in Canadian mills were at 69-1 p.c. of capacity against 79-7 in 
November and 59-3 p.c. a year ago. The month’s reduction in mill stocks, 
23,964 tons, was the largest reported since May. For 1939, Canadian production 
at 2,869,266 tons was practically in balance with shipments of 2,861,202 tons. In 
output the gain over a year ago was 9-3 p.c., in shipments 13-7 p.c. Shipments 
from Canadian mills to domestic consumers rose by 9-1 p.c. in December as 
compared with a year ago, to American consumers by 14-9 p.c. and to overseas’ 
consumers by fully 34-0 p.c. 

New motor vehicle sales in November showed improvement over 1938 for 
the third consecutive month. Sales amounted to 9,185 units valued at $10-4 
million compared with 7,060 for a total of $7-9 million in October and 8,633 
at $9-7 million in November, 1938. Sales during the eleven months ended 
November amounted to 104,913 valued at $115-0 million compared with 
112,712 at $125-5 million in the same period of 1938, a decline of 8-4 p.c. 

The total value of mineral production reached a new maximum in 1939 
estimated at $470-2 million, an increase of 6 p.c. over the total of $441-8 million 
for 1938, and an increase of 3 p.c. over the previous record of $457-4 million 
in 1937. Iron ore was produced on a commercial scale for the first time in 
sixteen years. Prospecting and development work was undertaken for strategic 
minerals for war purposes, but not produced to any great extent. These included 
mercury, manganese, molybdenite and tungsten. Taking gold at $35 with 
exchange added, the value of production in 1939 was about $182 million against 
$166-2 million in the preceding year. The value of copper production rose 
from $56-6 million to $60-7 million. Increases were shown in the value of 
silver, zinc, platinum, coal, natural gas and petroleum, asbestos and a number 
of minor minerals. 
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Construction contracts awarded were $9,429,200 during December. This 
is 26 p.c. less than the November total of $12-7 million and 10-4 p.c. less than 
in December, 1938, when placements were $10-5 million. Contemplated work 
reported for the first time during December was $11-8 million. This brings the 
total for the year to $320-5 million compared with $305-5 million for 1938, an 
increase of 4-9 p.c. 

Placing of war orders for airplanes and other equipment will have an 
immediate effect on home construction in various sections of Canada. An 
example is at Longueuil where accommodation will have to be found for the 
hundreds of workers at the Associated Aircraft plant now nearing completion. 
Other airplane factories are also taking on additional men and there will be 
need for increased accommodation. 

Production of electric energy established a new record during 1939.’ Each 
month of 1939 showed an increase over the corresponding month of 1938 in the 
output of central electric stations. The aggregate increase over the preceding 
year was more than 9 p.c. Considerable activity took place in installation of 
new generating capacity and in the extension of transmission and distribution 
facilities. New water power installations for 1939 amounted to 97,040 horse- 
power, which with an installation of 1,400 horse-power omitted from the 1938 
review, brought the total for the Dominion at the end of the year to 8,289,212 
horse-power. The greater part of the increase amounting to 87,441 horse- 
power was made up of extensions to existing stations in Saskatchewan, Ontario 
and Quebec. 


‘Transportation 

With heavy movement of iron ore and also of wheat, the total freight 
through the Canadian and United States lock, at Sault Ste. Marie increased to 
69-9 million tons from 40-0 million tons in 1938. This total was also greater 
than for any year from 1931 to 1936, inclusive. Iron ore moving down the 
canals increased from 20 million tons to 46-8 million tons and the wheat increased 
from 173-9 million bushels to 250-5 million, but other grains declined and coal 
up-bound was also slightly lighter than in 1938. 

The railway freight movement recorded a moderate increase in 1939 over 
the preceding year, the total having been 2,548,944 cars compared with 2,432,786. 
Canadian National Railways’ gross earnings continued in the final ten days of 
December to run well ahead of a year ago, the total of $5-5 million having been 
23 p.c. greater than in 1938. The system’s gross revenues at $203-6 million 
showed an increase of 11-8 p.c. over 1938, and reached the best level since the 
$251 million reported for 1930. 


Trade 

The value of wholesale trade in Canada decreased in November from the 
October level but was still 8 p.c. higher than in November, 1938. Thus for 
the fifth consecutive month the wholesale trade in 1939 was in excess of the dollar 
volume of trade transacted by wholesalers in the corresponding months of 1938. 

Canada’s place as the world’s fifth largest trading nation estimated on the 
basis of the amount of exports and imports and fourth largest exporting nation, 
was maintained in 1939. Canada’s exports in 1938, other than gold, amounted 
to $849 million, recording an increase last year of $ . Exports of gold 
are complicated because the statistics include the new gold from Canadian 
mines and old gold shipped here from other countries and re-exported. Of 
the $108 million exported in gold during 1938, $67 million was from Canadian 
mines and the balance foreign gold that was re-exported. As an exporting coun- 
try last year Canada was exceeded only by the United States, Great Britain 
and Germany. 

International trade in securities during November regained some of the 
volume lost in October and also reflected a larger inflow of capital on balance. 
Sales to all countries amounted to $16-8 million dollars and purchases from all 
countries $10-9 million. 
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Prices 


The rise in the general commodity index which began early in November 
carried through the last month of the year. In the final week this index stood 
at 82-2 which was approximately 12 p.c. above the corresponding week of 1938. 
The upward movement covered a wide front and of the eight major groups 
included in the index, animal products alone closed at a lower level. The cost 
of living index rose to 85-5 in December, against 85-0 one month previously 
and 83-6 in December, 1938. 

Notice deposits in Canadian chartered banks on November 30 reached an 
all-time high of $1-7 billion. There was a gain of $25-7 million from October 31. 
Demand deposits rose $44 million to another high mark of $865-8 million while 
current loans were $20-5 million higher at $972-8 million. 

Due to improved business conditions throughout Canada and the natural 
growth of the country, the active bank note circulation has risen to a point higher 
than in almost 20 years. Present circulation, notes of the Bank of Canada 
and the chartered banks, in the hands of the public is between $250 and $260 
million, compared with $216 million which was the daily average in December of 
last year. Thus there has been a gain of $35 million in the notes held by the 
public in the last twelve months. The maximum circulation of $285 million 

was reached during the years 1919 and 1920. The reasons for the expansion 
) included the heavy wheat crop, the increase in employment with consequent 
; eee pay-rolls and withdrawal of United States notes from circulation in 
anada. 
7 Dividends paid by Canadian corporations in December were about $25-5 
million below the amount paid in the same month of 1938. The total was placed 
at $68-7 million against $94-1 million by unofficial compilations. The total 
during 1939 was estimated at $297-2 million against $325-9 million in the pre- 
ceding year. Although 1939 dividends did not reach the high level shown in 
the two preceding years, they were still the third highest total disbursed by 
Canadian companies. The only years to exceed the total of 1939 at $297-2 
— were 1938, with an estimated $325-9 million, and 1937, with $319-8 
million. 

The amount of dividends paid by companies listed on the Montreal Stock 
Exchange and the Montreal Curb Market amounted to $249-2 million, in 1939, 
a = of $20-8 million or 7-73 p.c. from the preceding year’s total of $269-0 
million. 

Collateral borrowings of member firms of the Montreal Stock Exchange 
were $11-7 million on December 30, an increase of $107 ,000 from the preceding 
month’s figure of $11-5 million. The amount on the corresponding date of 
1938 was $15-5 million. The value of transactions on the Montreal Exchange 
and the Montreal Curb Markets during December amounted to $11-7 million, 
a decline of $3-5 million from November and the lowest amount in recent years. 

Interest centred during the early weeks of January on the Dominion 
Government’s $200 million loan at 3} p.c., dated February 1, 1940. The bonds 
will mature February 1, 1952, but by a system of annual drawings by lot they 
are callable in five equal sections beginning February 1, 1948. The loan proceeds 
will be used to finance expenditures for war purposes. It is estimated that for 
the first full year of the war, Canada’s effort will cost $1,000,000 a day. It was 
announced that tenders had been accepted on December 28, for the full amount 
of $25 million Dominion of Canada Treasury bills due April 1, 1940. The 
average discount price of the accepted bills was 99-798 and the average yield 
was 0-788 p.c. This compared with an average discount price of 99-799 and 
an average yield of 0-806 p.c. in the preceding sale of bills.

STATISTIQUE COURANTE DE LA SITUATION ECONOMIQUE AU CANADA 


La situation économique, mesurée par un certain nombre de facteurs importants, s’améliore 
encore en décembre. Les actions ordinaires réagissent légérement et les obligations de tout repos 
occupent un niveau un peu plus bas qu’en novembre. D’autre part, les dépé6ts bancaires aug- 
mentent brusquement au début du mois. Par suite d’augmentations répétées depuis le commen- 
cement de 1934, les dépéts ont récemment touché une nouvelle cime dans l’histoire du systéme 
bancaire canadien. Les prix de gros ont continué de monter les quatre derniers mois de l'année, 
le niveau en décembre étant supérieur a celui de toute autre période depuis les premiers mois de 
1938. L’avance & la Bourse des grains de Winnipeg, par suite de la température défavorable 
aux Etats-Unis et en Argentine, a influé grandement sur la hausse de |’indice général des prix 
de gros. 

‘Les opérations commerciales se maintiennent 4 un niveau élevé en décembre, mais elles 
rétrogradent légérement en regard du mois précédent. D’aprés l’indice du volume physique 
des affaires, elles se sont orientées brusquement & la hausse de mars & octobre et ont rétrogradé 
un peu aprés ce mois. 

En décembre les exportations de nickel et les arrivages d’or 4 la Monnaie accusent des 
augmentations marquées sur le mois précédent. L’indice des expéditions de nickel passe de 
406 4450. Les arrivages d’or 4 la Monnaie se placent & 417,483 onces fines en regard de 392,581. 
Les exportations d’amiante s’élévent 4 24,025 tonnes contre 23,348 en novembre. 

La production de denrées alimentaires sorties des fabriques se maintient 4 peu prés au haut 
niveau du mois précédent et l’indice recule de 127-7 & 127-1. La production de sucre est plus 
considérable la période des quatre derniéres semaines de statistiques connues. L/’indice des 
abatages inspectés tombe de 174-2 A 152-8. La production de fromage de fabrique fait un 
gain important, aprés ajustement saisonnier. La production de beurre de crémerie se maintient 
& peu prés et l’indice des exportations de saumon en bofte décline de 137 4 119-9. 

Les dédouanements de cigares augmentent, aprés ajustement saisonnier, et l’indice avance 
de 854108. Le nombre de cigarettes disponibles pour la consommation diminue de 632,900,000 
unités & 512,400,000. L/’indice de la production de chaussures monte de 145 4188. L/’industrie 
de la chaussure s’est maintenue 4 un niveau anormalement élevé depuis aot, ce qui s’explique 
partiellement par les commandes pour fins militaires. 

L’industrie textile du coton s’améliore encore en décembre et l’indice passe de 166-0 4 171-4. 
L’industrie forestiére se maintient 4 peu prés en décembre et l’indice recule d’un point seulement, 
& 127-6. Il y a un léger déclin dans la production de papier 4 journal, qui s’établit & 240,656 
tonnes comparativement 4 288,726. Les madriers et planches et la pulpe de bois accusent 
des gains. Les expéditions de pulpe de bois se placent 4 plus de 200,000,000 de livres contre 
158,000,000. Les exportations de madriers et planches augmentent de 138,000,000 de pieds 
& 150,000,000. 

L’augmentation de la production de fonte en gueuse est un peu moins que normale pour 
la saison, le total étant de 94,620 tonnes longues en regard de 87,822. La production d’auto- 
mobiles est légérement plus forte, soit 16,978 unités contre 16,756. Il y a légére augmentation 
de la production des bandages d’automobile, l’indice avangant de 114-0 4 114-7 le dernier mois 
de statistiques connues. 

Les nouvelles entreprises dans l’industrie du bitiment sont 4 un niveau légérement plus 
élevé, aprés ajustement saisonnier. Toutefois, les contrats adjugés s’élévent & $9,400,000 com- 
parativement 4 $12,700,000 en novembre, tandis que les permis de batir montrent une augmen- 
tation proportionnelle considérable. Le trafic-marchandises des chemins de fer se maintient 
& peu prés, aprés ajustement saisonnier, et l’indice s’établit 4 82-6 contre 84-0. Les débits 
bancaires se placent A $3,057,000,000 contre $2,930,000,000, l’augmentation étant considérable 
aprés ajustement pour tendances saisonniéres et changements des prix. 

Comme le rapporte la Banque Canadienne de Commerce, |’activité industrielle au milieu 
de décembre reste inchangée en regard du mois précédent. Sur la base 100 en 1937, l’indice 
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se maintient 4 112 et le pourcentage du rendement utilisé des fabriques demeure également 
inchangé 4 88. La majorité des groupes industriels déclinent légérement, les exceptions remar- 
quables étant l'industrie automobile, la sidérurgie lourde et les métaux non ferreux. La pro- 
duction d’aliments préparés est uniformément supérieure 4 celle de l’an dernier. La production 
de chaussures en cuir et de textiles en piéces est plus considérable, mais celle des tricots décline 
de méme que la majeure partie des vétements de confection. 

Les commandes de guerre du Canada les quatre premiers mois de conflit approchent 
$90,000,000, y compris une dépense de $25,000,000 en matériel ferroviaire, facilitée par des 
avances du Gouvernement. I] est évident qu’avec l’inauguration du plan d’entratnement 
aérien il y aura au début de l’année nouvelle une expansion rapide du commerce des munitions. 

Le Canada est entré dans le premier hiver de la guerre avec 100,000 personnes de moins 
qui recoivent de l’assistance publique, en regard de l’hiver précédent, et cette amélioration 
est presque entiérement attribuable a la reprise agricole dans l’Ouest et aux activités de guerre 
en certaines régions ot la diminution du chémage est tout A fait sensible. Dans les industries 
manufacturiéres canadiennes l’emploiement atteint une cime au ler décembre. L’indice de 
l’emploiement dans les manufactures & cette date ne faisait voir qu’un léger gain sur le mois 
précédent, lequel gain a été suffisant pour faire passer l’indice 4 un nouveau point dépassant 
légérement le nouveau maximum de 121-7 au ler octobre 1937. Le déclin de l’indice général 
non ajusté de l’emploiement est moins que normal pour la saison. 


Production 

La valeur de la production agricole du Canada en 1939 est placée A $1,133,545,000, augmen- 
tation de plus de $97,000,000 sur l’année précédente. C’est le plus haut point atteint depuis 
1930, alors que la valeur était de $1,235,000,000. La principale augmentation sur 1938 est 
celle de la valeur des grandes cultures, dont la grande amélioration en volume contre-balance 
le déclin des prix. 

Les grandes cultures sont évaluées 4 $635,764,000 contre $544,443,000 en 1938. Des pays 
d’outre-mer ont acheté du blé canadien en grandes quantités vers le 10 janvier. En un seul 
jour le total a été d’environ 22,000,000 de boisseaux de blé et farine canadiens, ce qui surpasse 
méme le haut niveau du 13 décembre 1935, soit 20,000,000 de boisseaux. On a officiellement 
déclaré que le Royaume-Uni avait été le plus grand acheteur. Un certain nombre de ports 
maritimes canadiens se sont partagé les expéditions, mais la majeure partie du commerce a 
favorisé les ports de |’Atlantique. En outre, des ventes se sont faites aux ports du littoral 
oriental des Etats-Unis ot le Dominion a de bonnes quantités de blé emmagasiné 4 des points 
stratégiques pour profiter des facilités d’expédition. La plupart des ventes ont été faites a 
la Commission des céréales des Alliés, organisée au début de la guerre en vue d’acheter du grain 
pour la Grande-Bretagne et la France. 

En novembre les minoteries canadiennes produisent 1,960,000 barils de farine, soit 354,872 
barils ou 22-1 p.c. de plus que le méme mois de 1938. La production de novembre, 4 l’excep- 
tion de celle d’octobre, est la plus grande dans l’histoire. En novembre les minoteries cana- 
diennes ont moulu 8,855,723 boisseaux de blé, 4 rapprocher de 7,200,000 la méme période de 
l’an dernier. 

Par suite des rapports répétés annongant que le blé sur pied continue A souffrir des pluie- 
excessives et de la gelée en Argentine et de la sécheresse aux Etats-Unis, et par suite de la réducs 
tion probable des emblavures de blé le printemps prochain en Europe continentale 4 cause de 
la guerre, la perspective s’est grandement améliorée en ces pays ot abondent les approvision- 
nements provenant des récoltes de 1939. Tout doute a disparu au sujet de la maniére d’en 
disposer A des prix plus rémunérateurs. Cette situation est particuliérement favorable au 
Canada dont la récolte approche 500,000,000 de boisseaux en 1939 et dont le surplus disponible 
pour exportation est considérable. Les prix ont été souples ces derniéres semaines et, par suite 
de l’augmentation des expéditions 4 la Grande-Bretagne, la position du Canada s’est grande- 
ment améliorée. 

D’aprés un rapport récent, l'industrie sucriére a pris de l’expansion les quatre semaines 
terminées le 2 décembre dernier. La production de sucre raffiné s’éléve A 190,400,000 livres, 
en regard de 144,000,000 de livres la méme période l’an dernier. Les 48 premiéres semaines 
de 1939 la production de sucre raffiné atteint 999,500,000 livres, comparativement 4 966,200,000 
livres la méme période de 1938. Les stocks de sucre raffiné montrent une augmentation de 


118,200,000 livres les quatre semaines terminées le 2 décembre. Au 2 décembre les raffineries 
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détiennent 116,000,000 de livres de sucre brut, en regard de 80,000,000 de livres le 4 novembre 
et 76,400,000 livres la date correspondante de 1938. 

La production de beurre de crémerie au Canada s’établit 4 11,800,000 livres en décembre, 
& rapprocher de 15,500,000 livres en novembre et 11,200,000 en décembre 1938. La production 
de fromage de fabrique montre un déclin saisonnier en regard de novembre, mais elle surpasse 
un peu celle de décembre 1938. En 1939 la production de beurre de crémerie est de 266,879,000 
livres, contre 266,887,000 en 1938. Il y a un léger déclin de la production de fromage de fabrique, 
qui se place & 120,976,000 livres comparativement 4 121,315,000. 

La production de chaussures en cuir les onze mois terminés en novembre s’éléve 4 23,200,000 
paires et elle est plus forte que celle de toute année compléte excepté en 1937. La production 
de novembre se place 4 2,600,000 paires, comparativement 4 2,700,000 en octobre et 1,800,000 
en novembre 1938, l’augmentation en cette derniére comparaison étant de 46 p.c. 

L’accord commercial supplémentaire entre le Canada et les Etats-Unis, devenu en vigueur 
le premier jour de l’année, limite les importations de peaux de renard argenté ou noir, etc. aux 
Etats-Unis 4 1,000 unités pendant toute période de douze mois 4 partir du ler décembre 1940. 
Pour la période du ler janvier au 30 novembre 1940 la limite est fixée 4 100,000 unités moins 
le nombre importé en décembre 1939. La quantité allouée au Canada a été de 58,300 unités 
et 4 tous les autres pays, de 41,700 unités, 4 partir du ler décembre 1940. 

La consommation de coton brut est placée 4 31,870 balles de 500 livres, comparativement 
& 24,755 en octobre et 18,247 le méme mois de 1938. L’indice ajusté pour variations saisonniéres 
s’établit 4 166-0, contre 143-3 le mois précédent et 94-6 le méme mois de l’année précédente. 
La consommation des onze mois de l’an dernier atteint 228,235 balles, en regard de 201,436 
la méme période de 1938. 

En décembre les expéditions canadiennes de papier 4 journal s’élévent 4 264,620 tonnes, 
augmentation de 17-4 p.c. sur le méme mois de 1938; elles surpassent d’environ 24,000 tonnes 
la production du mois. La production et les expéditions diminuent en regard du mois précédent 
qui avait un jour ouvrable de plus. En décembre les moulins canadiens opérent A 69-1 p.c. 
de leur rendement, A rapprocher de 79-7 p.c. en novembre et 59-3 p.c. ily aunan. La réduc- 
tion du mois dans les stocks des moulins, 23,964 tonnes, est la plus considérable depuis mai. 
En 1939 la production canadienne (2,869,266 tonnes) équilibre pratiquement les expéditions 
(2,861,202 tonnes). Comparativement a l’an dernier la production augmente de 9-3 p.c. et 
les expéditions, de 13-7 p.c. En décembre les expéditions des moulins canadiens aux consom- 
mateurs domestiques augmentent de 9-1 p.c. en décembre comparativement 4 l’an dernier; 
aux consommateurs américains, de 14-9 p.c.; aux consommateurs d’outre-mer, de 34-0 p.c. 

En novembre les ventes de véhicules-moteur neufs montrent une amélioration sur 1938 
pour le troisiéme mois consécutif. Les ventes s’établissent & 9,185 unités ($10,400,000), a 
rapprocher de 7,060 ($7,900,000) en octobre et 8,633 ($9,700,000) en novembre 1938. Les 
ventes des onze mois terminés en novembre forment un total de 104,913 unités ($115,000,000), 
en regard de 112,712 ($125,500,000) la méme période de 193s, déclin de 8-4 p.c. 

La valeur globale de la production minérale atteint un maximum estimé 4 $470,200,000 
en 1939, augmentation de 6 p.c. sur les $441,800,000 en 1938 et augmentation de 3 p.c. sur le 
record précédent de $457,400,000 en 1937. Le minerai de fer a été extrait sur une échelle com- 
merciale pour la premiére fois en seize ans. On a entrepris des travaux de prospection et de 
développement de minéraux stratégiques pour fins de guerre, mais qui ne sont pas produits sur 
une grande échelle. Ce sont le mercure, le manganése, la molybdénite et le tungsténe. Estimée 
& $35 l’once (change compris), la production d’or de 1939 vaut environ $182,000,000 contre 
$166,200,000 l’année précédente. La valeur de la production de cuivre passe de $56,600,000 
& $60,700,000. Il y a des augmentations dans la valeur de |’argent, du zinc, du platine, du 
charbon, du gaz naturel et du pétrole, de l’amiante et d’un certain nombre de minéraux moins 
importants. 

Les contrats de construction adjugés en décembre se placent 4 $9,429,200, soit 26 p.c. de 
moins que le total de $12,700,000 en novembre et 10-4 p.c. de moins que les adjudications de 
$10,500,000 en décembre 1938. Les travaux projetés, déclarés pour la premiére fois en décembre, 
s’établissent & $11,800,000. Ceci porte le total de l’année & $320,500,000 contre $305,500,000 
en 1938, augmentation de 4-9 p.c. 

Le placement de commandes de guerre pour avions et autre outillage aura un effet immédiat 
sur la construction d’habitations en diverses sections du Canada. Longueuil en fournit un 


exemple, od il faudra accommoder les centaines d’ouvriers travaillant a l’avionnerie de |’ Asso- 
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ciated Aircraft, maintenant en voie d’achévement. D’autres avionneries embauchent également 
d’autres hommes et il faudra augmenter les commodités. 

La production d’énergie électrique établit un nouveau record en 1939. Chaque mois de 
1939 accuse une augmentation sur le mois correspondant de 1938 en fait de production des 
centrales électriques. L’augmentation globale sur l’année précédente excéde 9 p.c. L’activité 
a été considérable dans l’installation de nouveaux générateurs et dans l’extension des facilités 
de transmission et de distribution. Les nouvelles installations hydroélectriques en 1939 s’établis- 
sent A 97,040 h.p., ce qui avec Il’installation de 1,400 h.p. omise de la revue de 1938 porte 
& 8,289,212 h.p. le total pour le Dominion 4 la fin de l’année. La plus grande partie de l’aug- 
mentation, 87,441 h.p., est constituée par l’extension des centrales existantes en Saskatchewan, 
Ontario et Québec. 


Prix et Finance 


La hausse de l’indice général des denrées, commencée au début de novembre, se continue 
le dernier du mois de l’année. La derniére semaine l’indice s’établit 4 82-2, soit 12 p.c. de plus 
que la semaine correspondante de 1938. Le mouvement a la hausse couvre un vaste domaine 
et, des huit groupes majeurs entrant dans I’indice, seuls les produits animaux terminent l’année 
4 plus bas niveau. En décembre |’indice du cofit de la vie monte 4 85-5, en regard de 85-0 
le mois précédent et 83-6 en décembre 1938. 

Les dépéts A terme des banques 4 charte canadiennes atteignent une cime de $1,700,000,000 
au 30 novembre, soit un gain de $25,700,000 sur le 31 octobre. Les dépéts 4 demande augmen- 
tent de $44,000,000 et touchent une autre cime de $865,800,000, tandis que les préts courants 
augmentent de $20,500,000 pour s’établir 4 $972,800,000. 

Par suite de l’amélioration de la situation commerciale dans tout le Canada et de l’accrois- 
sement naturel du pays, la circulation active des billets de banque est passée 4 un point qui 
n’avait pas été atteint depuis prés de 20 ans. Actuellement le public détient entre $250,000,000 
4 $260,000,000 en billets de la Banque du Canada et des banques A charte, 4 rapprocher de 
$216,000,000, moyenne quotidienne en décembre Il’an dernier. Les billets entre les mains du 
public ont done augmenté de $35,000,000 les douze derniers mois. La circulation a atteint 
son maximum de $285,000,000 en 1919 et 1920. Les raisons de cette expansion résident dans 
la récolte abondante de blé, l’augmentation de l’emploiement et l’accroissement conséquent 
des bordereaux de paye, et le retrait de la circulation au Canada des billets des Etats-Unis. 

Les paiements de dividendes des corporations canadiennes en décembre s’élévent 4 $25,500,- 
000 de moins que ceux du méme mois de 1938. Des compilations officieuses placent le total a 
$68,700,000 contre $94,100,000. Le total de 1939 est estimé 4 $297,200,000 comparativement 
& $325,900,000 l’année précédente. Bien que les dividendes de 1939 n’atteignent pas le haut 
niveau des deux années précédentes, ils représentent encore le troisiéme plus fort montant déboursé 
par les compagnies canadiennes. Les seules années ov est surpassé le total de $297,200,000 
de 1939 sont 1938 avec un montant estimé 4 $325,900,000 et 1937 avec $319,800,000. . 

Les dividendes payés par les compagnies inscrites 4 la Bourse et au Curb de Montréal se 
placent 4 $249,200,000 en 1939, soit un déclin de $20,800,000 ou de 7-73 p.c. sur le total de 
$269,000,000 l’année précédente. 

Les emprunts sur nantissement des firmes membres de la Bourse de Montréal s’établissent 
& $11,700,000 au 30 décembre, augmentation de $107,000 sur le chiffre de $11,500,000 le mois 
précédent. La date correspondante de 1938 le montant était de $15,500,000. Les transactions 
4 la Bourse et au Curb de Montréal en décembre s’élévent 4 $11,700,000, déclin de $3,500,000 
sur novembre; c’est le plus faible montant dans l’histoire. 

Les premiéres semaines de janvier l’intérét s’est concentré sur l’emprunt de $200,000,000 a 
3} p.c. du Gouvernement fédéral, daté du ler février 1940. Les obligations écherront le ler 
février 1952; mais, grace & un systéme de tirages annuels par tranche, ils sont remboursables 
en cing parties égales A partir du ler février 1948. Le produit de l’emprunt servira A financer 
les dépenses de guerre. On estime que pour la premiére année compléte de guerre |’effort de 
guerre du Canada cofitera $1,000,000 par jour. On a annoncé que des soumissions ont été 
acceptées le 28 décembre pour le plein montant de $25,000,000 de bons du ‘Trésor du Dominion 
du Canada dus le ler avril 1940. Le taux moyen d’escompte des soumissions acceptées est de 
99-798 et le rendement moyen, de -788 p.c. Ceci se compare & un taux moyen d’escompte de 
99-799 et & un rendement moyen de 0-806 p.c. lors de la précédente vente de bons.
